To Ibo innocent bystander, it would appear 
that Mr. Bryan, so far from seeking to aid 
the party, baa but been seeking a pretext on 
which to desert and defeat it, on the one 
oocasion since his entunee into it when all 
the chance of success were in its favor. — 
Louisville Timei, Democratic.

The 
aoldler waa Tbomaa Conway, a Brltlah 
■ub]ect. wbo bad livad alaeo sarly 

childhood In rranca. There he had 
Joined the army and risen to a colo- 
nelcy. When he cunie here he waa 
Joyfully received. The Revolutlonlata 
lacked expert offlcern aud thoy BUldO 
him a brigadier g<>Dpral. 

Tho maa'a boaHta and his dashing 
waya Improaaed tha simpler atatea- 
moa. BvtOoorga Waablngtoa read bim 
at a glaBo% for a wlady, rleioua la 
eompatont 

So when congraaa decided a little 
later to make Conway a major gen- 
eral the chief sternly opposed such a 
promotion and gave bis reasons for 
doing BO From that moment Conway 
waa Washington's sworn foe. One 
actlTO mischief-maker can sometlniLf) 
work more barm than a dozen wise 
men can undo. Conway at onoo Joln- 
•d Waablagtoa'a opponoata ia cob- 
groas sad tba aroty, and startod a 
campaign for tbo cblafa omthrew, 

Ho and bia aaaoelatas toraod wbat 
was kuo^n as the "Conway Cabal," 
and did all in their power to under- 
mine WaRblugtun's tnfluenco. In a se- 
rlt's of anonymous letters Conwuy rid- 
iculed the chief as a coward and ua 
too feeble of mind as a leader. He 
suggested Gen. Horatio Oates aa com- 
maodar-la-eblef In Washington's place. 
Not only did Conway and bis frtanda 
win Qatao oror to tbla scboaM. but 
tbay ladneod aoToral pKMnlaoat eon- 
graaamon to lond tbolr Inflnoaos to 
tbo morament. 

It wuB the Kevohitlon'a dark hour. 
New York and Philadelphia were In 
tho haiKlH of the British. Washing- 
ton and bis army were starving and 
fraoaing at Valley Forge after a aum- 
mer and autumn of repeated defeats. 
Men'a haarta grew fulnt and their al- 
leglaneo woakonad. Conway'a crafty 
wordi at aneb a BMmoat fon on roady 
«ara. 

Tba cabal waxed atrong. Bot fOr a 

mere accident it might readily haro 
ended by depriving Washington of 
power iiiul of placing the command of 
tbe tmtrlot armies In the ha«dB of Q«n. 
OatcB. And with fussy, Inefdcleut, 
cowardly old Gates at the bead of the 
American troops American liberty 
would bare been doonod. Horo, in 
briof. to tbo atory oT tho aooMoat that 
aavod our country: 

Oatoa' aid, Wilkiaaon. draak too 
atudi one night and babbled to a friend 
of tbe chief some of the contents of 
a letter from Conway to Gates In 
which Conway had spoken Insultingly 
of Washington. The story wus told to 
Washington, who called Conway to ac- 
count. Conway rushed to Gates for 
Bid, and Oatea tried to get out of the 
difficulty by branding WUUbmhi aa a 
Uar. 

WllklnsoB promptly eballoaged 
Oatao to a duoi. Oatoa wept on WU- 
ktnaoB'a aboaldor and imploTcd bIm 
to withdraw tbe cballeage, apeaking of 
himself as a feeble old man who loved 
Wilkinson like a father. In this way 
the frightened old general wriggled 
out of fighting. 

Meantime, thanks to the first hint, 
Washington learned of all Conway's 
anonymous letters and other treacher- 
loa. The facta war* made known to 
tbo pooplo. Tbo cabal waa cruabod un- 
der a Btonn oC pabUe dlaapproval. 

Rut Conway was not to aaeape ao 
oasily. Ho was eballangad to a duel 
by Washington's friend. Gen. Cadwal- 
lader, who proceeded to shoot him 
through the mouth. 

Conway, believing .himself dying, 
wrote one mare letter. This time to 
Washington, aaklng forgiveness for 
his villainies and declaring tbe chief 
to be a "great and good BUMt." Than 
bo "oondltlonaUy roaigMi his eon* 
mlslOB aa an oflleor la tbo Amorioaa 
sorrleo. (Stagroaa aecoptod tbo toa- 
ignatlon. lUMoadltloaally. and Ooaway 
went back to franco. 

There he styled himself "Count do 
Conway," and managud to win au ap- 
pointment as governor of one of 
Prance's Oriental provinces. He made 
such a mess of his diplomatic work 
In his province of the Orient that he 
almost wroekod tbe French interests 
tbor» Ho Ntumod to Franco and bo- 
eamo a goaoral In tba royal armloa. 

Dvriag tbo JVoMh Bovoluthm bo 
was ooadoBHMd to doatb. Ho was 
saved only by an appeal to Oroat Brit- 
ain (against wblcb he had fougbt la 
tbe American Revolution), but was 
compelled to flee from Prance for hU 
life 

After that Conway disappeared from 
history. He is supposed to have diod 
about 1100 in poverty and oxlla^
